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After  thirty  years  of  intermittent  study  of  the  Payne, Cowgill  and  Manifold  families  the  author  now 
calls  it"finis"  and  goes  to  press.  Because  of  the  faot  that  he  alone  knows  the  complicated  history  and 
genealogy  of  the  related  families  and  cannot  impart  this  knowledge  to  another  he  attempts  to  put  it  in 
form  in  hia  own  particular  and  unprecedented  way.  This  isoomposed  principally  for  family  consumption 
and  tha  author  believes  those  interested  will  bear  with  him  in  the  mistakes  end  omissions  which  ere 
boundto  appear  in  so  great  an  attempt. 

The  only  previous  record  of  Manifolds  is  that  of  John  and  William  who  esme  to  America  from  different 
ports  and  in  different  ports  in  1635, Whether  either  of  these  was  the  anoestor  of  Eenjamin  who  married 
.Annabel  Danger  in  St  Paul's  ohuroh  in  Chester, Pa., Nov.  10,1730  and  who  in  turn  is  the  enoestor  of  most 
Manifold  and  related  families  in  the  United  States  today  is  unknown.  The  euthor  suspects  that  the  Wil¬ 
liam  Manifold  who  landed  in  Virginia, whioh  then  embraoed  Pennsylvania, was  the  anoestor  of  this  Benjam- 
in.but  unable  to  bridge  the  gap.oannot  prove  it. 

The  name  "Manifold"  we  are  told  origihatedbeoeuse  of  their  being  dwellesa  along  the  Manifold  River 
in  Staffordshire, England.  However  Benjamin' a  early  descendants  had  more  oharaoteristios  of  the  Sootch-Irish 
Irish  who  were  people  of  Sootoh  descent  living  in  northern  Ireland.  The  fact  that  they  lived  in  Sootoh- 
Irish  communities  and  early  attended  the  Presbyterian  ohuroh  indicates  Benjamin  may  have  been  of  that 
stock.  Some  have  olaimsd  Benjenin  was  a  Dusker, but  tho  fact  that  he  r?,5  married  in  the  Episcopal  church, 
that  his  foursons  were  oonneotei  with  the  Revolutionary  War  and  that  his  children, when  marrying  into 
the  Payne  and  Cowgill  famili ea,oaused  their  spouses  to  be  promptly  disowned  by  the  Quaker  church  proves 
oonclusively  to  the  oontrary.  The  intermarriage  of  these  families  in  defianoe  of  Quaker  ohuroh  rules 
was  very  persistent, five  of  Benjemin's  six  marriageable  children  so  doing.  This  is  why  most  desoend- 
a  nts  of  Benjamin  and  Annabel  are  also  descendants  of  Henry  Cowgill  6nd  Josiah  Payne  end  prompts  the 
author  to  oall  this  a  Peyne-Cowgill-Maaifold  history-genealogy. 

The  pursling  relationships  of  the  Payne, Cowgill  end  Manifold  families  is  shown  on  a  following  page. 

On  other  following  pages  ere  named  Benjamin  end  Annabel's  7  children, 57  grandohildren  and  about  204 
knowngreet  grandchildren  end  about  480  great  greet  grandchildren.  Following  names  of  the  great  great 
grandohildren  is  a  number  corresponding  to  a  number  farther  on  carrying  out  later  descendants  where 
known  totaling  about  4,000.  Thus  by  use  of  the  key  number  a  descendant  is  able  to  vision  his  or  her 
plaoo  in  the  whole  family  and  traoe  dosoent  beok  to  Benjamin  and  Annt;bel#or  to  other  ancestors. 

The  data  is  authentic, having  been  taken  from  reliable  reoords.  Where  day  and  month  ie  given, it 
means  jurt  that  .Where  only  tho  year  is  givan  it  means  tho  record  (as  iti  early  census  reoords)  affords 
only  that.  The  author  is’  sorry  so  many  dates  are  missing  and  so  many  dosoendantes  unaccounted  for  ,bub 
this  oould  not  be  helped.  The  general  outline  is  here  end  many  oen,if  they  desire  tie  onto  the  frame¬ 
work.  A  blank  page  is  left  at  the  end  to  permit  this.  An  additional  Hank  page  is  left  for  one  to 
reoord  his  or  her  decoent  through  other  ancestors.  The  author  encourages  this. 

The  author  here  wishes  to  give  oredit  to  those  have  helped  in  obtaining  data.  ?/jsny  have  helped, 
others  hindered  through  failure  to  give  data  requested.  Most  helpful  in  supplying  data  have  been  Mrs. 

Ida  B.  Leo  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,B.F.  Payne  Manifold  of  Stewartstown,  Fa.  and  Miss  Bettie  Euffaker  of 
Knox  Co.,Tenn.  Others  have  helped  in  lesser  degree, for  whioh  the  author  is  thankful.  Dates  of  birth 
beyond  the  fourth  generation  have  been  omittod  because  of  complication.  Those  descendants  may  add  them 
if  they  wish. 

After  the  marriage  of  Benjamin  end  Annabel  as  told  above, they  lived  for  a  timo  in  Cheater  Co., Pa., 
perhaps*  near  the  Paynt-s  and  Cowgillc.  About  1752  they  ell  moved  to  the  nowly  formed  York  Co.  where 
Benjamin  obtained  land, partly  by  the  squattor  system  and  partly  by  grant.  His  lands  were  in  Fawn  and 
Chanooford  Townships  near  the  Maryland  line.  Tho  descriptions  of  land  at  that  time  wore  by  rooks  and 
trees  long  einoe  unknown  , so  the  exact  looetion  is  no  longer  known.  Some  Interesting  facts  relative 
to  the  title  of  these  lends  is  given  by  the  son, Joseph, in  prints  on  other  pege3.  Benjamin  Manifold  ob¬ 
tained  a  grant  of  land  in  York  Co,  Fa.  in  1752.  Josiah  Payne  obtained  on  from  the  heirs  of  William 
Penn  in  1730. 

In  the  early  part  of  1754  Benjamin  Manifold  died  leaving  his  wife, Annabel, and  six  ohildren, William, 
Joseph, Edward, Elisabeth, Mary#andBenjamin.  A  seventh  child, John, was  bora  after  hie  deoease.  Of  the  57 
grandohildren  he  never  sew  one, for  none  of  his  ohildren  were  married  at  the  timo  of  his  death.  He  was 
buried  on  tho  farm, as  were  others  of  the  family  later, at  a  looation  today  unknown.  Annabel  survived 
her  husband  a  number  cf  years, the  exaot  number  unknown. 

It  is  interesting  to  know  the  property  belonging  to  Benjamin  and  Annabel  at  Benjamin's  death.  In 
a  highbox, perhaps  unopened  for  many  years, in  the  oourt  house  in  York  Co., Pa,  the  author  found  the  fol¬

At  an  orphan’s  oourt  held  at  York  for  the  County  of  York  the  twentysixth  day  of  May  in  the  first 
year  of  the  reign  of  our  Soverign  Lord, George  the  third, by  the  graoe  4f  God  of  &*eet  Britain, France 
and  Ireland, king  defender  of  the  faith,  in  ye  anno  domini.,1761  before  Thomas  Ammor,John  Adlum  and  Martin 
Eyckelbergei, esquires  in  ye  reigh  eto,oame  into  court  William  Manifold, eldest  son  and  heir  at  law  of 
Benjamin  Manifold  late  of  Fawn  Township  in  the  oounty  of  York, yeomen  deceased, who  died  intestate  etc 
end  produoed  the  valuation  of  the  lends  of  the  deceased  father, which  follows  in  the  words  to  wit:  "We  the  e 
the  subscribers  appointed  by  an  orphan's  court  held  at  York  for  the  said  oounty  the  tventyni«fcii  day  of 
May, in  the  year  of  our  Lord  ,one  thousand, seven  hundred  end  fiftynine,en  inquest  to  view  and  value 
sundry  small  pieces  of  land  situated  in  the  townships  of  Fswn  end  Chancefurd  neirly  contiguous  end  con¬ 
taining  on  the  whole  near  three  hundred  aoree  whereof  Benjamin  Manifold  late  of  the  township  of  Fawn 
in  the  ccunty,yeoman  died  possessed  of,hnving  met  in  pursuance  of  our  appointment  andhaving  viewed  and 
duly  considered  of  the  seme  premises  do  find  and  report  to  the  oourt  that  the  6eme  will  not  permit  of 
division  among  the  legal  representatives  of  the  said  Benjamin  Manifold  who  died  intestate  without 
produdioe  to  the  whole, and  that  the  said  sundry  parcels  of  land  with  the  improvements  thereon  made  as 
the  same  now  stand  treof  the  value  of  one  hundred  and  sixty  pounds  lawful  money  of  Pennsylvania  and  no 
more.  In  testimony  whereof  we  have  hereto  set  our  hands  and  seels  this  twentyseventh  day  of  May  in  the 
year  of  cur  Lord  one  thousend  seven  hundred  and  sixtyone.

And  also  pay  unto  tho  guardian  of  Elisabeth, daughter  of  said  intestate  the  sum  of  thirteen  pounds, 
six  shillings  end  eight  penoe  in  four  years  from  this  date  and  tho  further  sum  of  four  pounds, eight 
shillings  and  ten  pence  half  penny  in  one  year  from  the  death  of  Annabel, reliot  cf  the  intestate.

And  do  pay  unto  Annabel, relict  of  said  intestate, tho  sum  of  three  pounds  and  two  shillings  yearly 
during  her  natural  life;  end  that  thereupon  the  said  Milliem  Manifold  do  hold  and  enjoy  the  said  rained 
lends  in  as  full  and  ample  e  manner  as  th©  intestate  hold  the  same  et  tho  time  of  his  death, agreeable 
to  the  directions  of  the  eots  of  assembly  in  suoh  case  made  end  provided 

Thir.  was  a  very  complete  end  fair  way  to  provide  for  the  heirs  of  Benjamin  Manifold  Sr.  However  it 
was  probably  impossible  to  carry  out  and  eooording  to  writing  of  hie  son, Joseph, never  was.  lYom 
th®  list  of  money  taken  in  during  the  years  following  the  decree  one  ten  so®  how  impossible  it  was. 

William  died  unmarried  prior  to  1767  and  Edward, next  eldest, auooeeded  to  his  rights  and  obligations. 

The  writing  by  Joseph  makes  many  things  olear*  The  death  of  Annabel  is  shrouded  in  mistery* 

Having  oleared  the  membership  of  Benjamin  end  Annabel's  family, each  child  will  be  taken  up  and 
their  descendants  enumeratedso  far  as  the  author  has  been  able  to  learn  them.  Proofs  of  tho  third 
generation  in  the  form  of  wills  end  other  data  will  be  produoed.  First, however, is  shown  a  ohart 
depicting  the  intermarriage  of  tho  Payne, Cowgill  end  Manifold  early  families.

alike.  I  also  give  and  bequeath  to  my  beloved  wife, Lydia  the  one-third  of  ell  and  singular  the  rent, 
issues  eDdprofits  eriring  from  all  and  singular  my  real  or  lend  estate, to  be  paid  to  her  by  the  pos¬ 
sessor  yearly  as  she  shall  demand  the  same  and  at  the  rate  that  she  end  the  possessor  shell  agree  for 
andduring  har  natural  life, and  after  her  decease  to  revert  to  the  person  to  whom  I  have  devised  the 
same.  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  son, Henry  Manifold, the  plantation  on  which  he  now  lives, for  the  sum  I 
reoeived  with  my  wife, Lydie,and  also  the  lands  surveyed  on  the  application  I  bought  of  James  Dean  or 
Samuel  Crompton, being  sixty-three  (63)  acres, more  or  less, end  the  one-half  of  e  survey  made  or  a  war¬ 
rant  granted  to  myself, adjoining  the  other, ell  of  which  I  devise  to  my  said  son. Henry, end  to  his  heirs 
and  essigns  forever, and  the  other  half  of  the  last  mentioned  survey  I  order  to  be  sold  by  my  executors

ghter,  Alioe,  intermarried  to  John  Payne, the  sum  of  one  hundred  twenty  ($120.00)  to  be  paid  in  three 
annual  payments  commencing  in  one  year  after  my  decease, in  addition  to  vhat  she  has  reoeived.  Seoond 
I  give  and  bequeathto  my  deughter, Eleanor, intermarried  to  D. Thomas  Boyd, the  sum  of  four  hundred  ($400. 
00)  dollars  in  addition  to  whet  she  has  received.  Third  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  daughter, Elizabeth, 
five  hundred  thirty-three  dollars  and  thirty  four  oents  ($533.34) ,her  oese  of  drawers  end  her  table.

Edward  E.  Manifold  whose  will  appears  above  was  the  seoond  eldest  child  of  Benjamin  end  Annabel

In  the  name  of  God, amen, I  Joseph  Manifold  of  Eopewell  township, York  county  and  commonwealth  of 
Pennsylvania, eiok  and  low  of  body  but  of  sound  disposing  mind  and  rc ornery, blessed  be  god  for  ell  his 
meroies,oalling  to  mind  the  mortality  of  my  body, knowing  it  is  appointed  for  all  to  die, do  make 
end  ordain  this  my  last  will  and  testament, that  is  to  say:  Principally  end  first  of  all  I  give  end 
recommend  my  soul  into  the  hand  of  Almighty  God  who  gave  it, and  my  body  I  recommend  to  the  earth  to 
bo  buried  in  ohristien-like  manner  at  the  discretion  of  my  exeoutera  end, as  touohing  my  worldly 
estete  wherewith  it  has  pleased  God  to  give  me  in  this  life, I  give  devise  and  dispose  of  the  ssme 
in  Sag&VB  and  Kenae£thlowing: 

I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  well-beloved  wife, Eleanor  Manifold, the  one  third  of  the  rents  and 
profits  of  my  real  estate  for  her  natural  life.  I  elsobequeath  to  try  sons, Joseph, Benjamin  and 
Henry  Manifold, the  whole  of  my  landed  estate  in  Hopewell  township;  Ben  j  ami  n’s  part  to  be  struck  off 
by  itself  containing  one  hundred  twenty  acres  including  the  tan  yard, house  and  all  the  utensils 
thereunto  belonging.  Releases  to  be  given  agreeable  to  eeoh  one's  quantity  or  share  and  to  follow 
in  description  to  each  of  their  heirs  with  the  eppurtenenoes  end  improvements  on  just  principles 
•  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  son, William  four  hundred  end  twenty-trio  pounds  to  be  paid  to  him  in 
the  space  of  one  year  from  my  demise  by  my  above  mentioned  sons, each  one  to  shere  in  equal  propor¬ 
tion  to  the  land  he  holds  to  complete  the  sum.  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  son, John, my  landed  prop¬ 
erty  situated  in  Fawn  township, but  is  not  to  have  power  to  soil  or  dispose  of  the  some  without  the 
approbation  and  consent  of  his  other  brothers ;but  if  he  should  die  a  minor, the  estate  is  to  be 
equally  divided  betwixt  his  brothers  and  sisters.  I  give  end  bequeath  to  my  daughters, Viz. Mery 
Wcllece,and  Lydia  Collins  ,and  Eleanor, Ms rtha  and  Annabel  Manifold  the  sum  of  two  hundred  pounds 
each  to  be  paid  from  out  of  my  real  and  personal  estate  to  bo  paid  by  my  sons, Joseph, Benjamin  end 
Henry  before  mentioned:  but  the  accounts  that  stand  against  my  two  daughtersViz.Mary  Wellsoe  and 
Lydia  Collins  to  be  deducted  ot  of  their  shares,  I  give  and  bequeath  lastly  to  my  grand  daughter, 
Raohel  Vaughn,  thirty  pounds  to  be  paid  to  her  when  she  arrives  at  the  age  of  eighteen  years; 
end  I  do  hereby  nominate  constitute  and  appoint  my  sons, Joseph  end  Benjamin  before  mentioned  to  be 
the  exooutoru  of  this  my  lest  will  and  testament, disclaiming  end  disennuling  all  former  wills; 
ratifying  and  oonfirming  this  to  be  my  last  will  and  testament.

Before  enumerating  the  descendants  of  Joseph  Manifold  Manifold  it  is  well  to  note  some  relation¬ 
ships  and  historical  items.  Edward  and  Joseph  were, as  seen  from  the  chart  of  Josiah  Payne's  de¬ 
scendants  .brothers  -in  iaw  as  well  as  in  fact.  Their  younger  sisters, Mary  and  Elizabeth  wore 
by  marriage  their  aunts  and  their  younger  brother, Benjamin,  a  half-oousin.  To  determine  all  the 
relationships  resulting  therefrom  is  beyond  the  ability  of  the  author.  Throughout  the  family  there 
are  many  intermarriages  and  duplication  of  recording  descendants  ,from  whioh  many  have  two  or  mora 
family  ancestors  end  because  of  which  some  cross  references  have  been  made. 

In  epite  of  there  double  relationship  ,it  can  be  soon  from  the  photostatio  oopies  following  that 
Edward  and  Joseph  did  not  always  sea  eye  to  eye.  These  oopies  were  made  from  a  personal  writing  by 
Joseph  and  handed  down  through  the  years.  They  ere  reproduoed  for  the  historical  proof  they  con¬ 
tain.  la  them  Is  shown  the  methods  of  acquiring  land  and  the  surveying  of  it, the  small  amount  of 
inoome  of  the  day,  the  impossibility  of  oarrying  out  the  deoree  of  distribution  of  the  estate  end 
several  other  matters  of  historical  interest.  Next  ,the  photostats: 
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Following  a  re  shown  some  I'anifold  land  holdings  in  York  Co., Pa.  of  en  early  dfy.  V'ost  of  them  are 
of  the  sons  of  Joseph  as  provided  in  his  will.  They  were  la  id  out  from  rock  to  tree, long  gone  or  for¬ 
gotten  and  their  location  is  now  unknown.  The  tan-yard  ia  long  gone,80  that  is  no  help.  This  photo¬ 
stat  is  shown  as  a  relio  of  early-day  land  holding.

To  avoid  separating  the  descendants  of  Eleenor,next  child  of  Joseph  and  Eleanor  (Cowgill)  Manifold 
the  author  will  use  this  space  to  explain  some  distinguishing  names.  Edward, Joseph  and  Benjamin  each 
had  a  Henry.  Edward's  Henry  and  Joseph’s  Henry  were  oalled  (Short)  end  (Long)  to  distinguish  then  in 
conversation.  Benjamin's  Henry  having  lived  in  Tenn,  needed  no  suoh  distinguishing  designation. 

Long  Henry  end  Short  Henry  were  undoubtedly  named  after  their  grandfather, Henry  Cowgill, while  Eenjemin's 
Henry  mey  have  been  named  after  Henry  Cowgill, who  was  his  great-grandfather, but  more  likely  after  his 
unole, Henry  Payne.  The  (FrOsty)  John  heretofore  mentioned  is  reported  to  have  received  that  designation 
through  living  in  a  frosty  region.  Hereafter  will  be  listed  two  Joseph  Manifolds  known  as  (Big)  and 
(Little)  Joe  t distinguish  them.  Some  other  conflicting  name3  were  ear-marked  in  this  manner.

Win.  Howard 
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Benjamin  Jr*,  son  of  Benjamin  end  Annabel, was  born  about  1748.  He  married  Mary  .daughter  of  George 
and  Raohel  (Cowgill)  Payne, In  1777.  They  lived  in  Hopewell  township, York  Co., Pa.  until  1796  when  they 
sold  their  farm  to  Pat.  Purdy  and  started  for  Term.  They  probably  stopped  for  the  winter  at  George 
Paynes*  in  Berkeley  Co.,Va.  end  went  on  in  the  Spring  of  1797.  There  they  lived  until  Benjamin  was 
killed  by  whirling  machinery  in  his  grist  mill  Sep*  23,1820.  The  wife  end  children  remained  there  a  few 
years  longer  when  the  mother  died  ebout  1826  and  most  of  the  children  moved  West.  The  following  quo¬ 
tations  tells  the  story i  From  the  Kncrville  Term.  Journal  of  Feb.  15  ,  1951  is  taken: 

PIONEER’S  DESCENDANT  RETURNS  TO  ERECT  MARKER  AT  MILL  SITE 
J.E.  Manifold  of  Greenacres, Wash,  has  returned  to  Knox  County  to  have  erected  at  Stony  Point  a  marker 
at  a  historical  mill  site  end  trading  post  operated  by  his  great-groat  grandfather, Benjamin  Manifold  Jr. 
The  dedicatory  exeroises  will  be  held  Sunday  at  2{30  P,M.  The  monument  and  rooords  will  be  presented  to 
the  historioel  society.  Manifold  will  deliver  the  dedioatory  address  end  recite  interesting  historical 
facts.  Benjamin  Manifold  oame  to  Knox  County  in  1797  and  established  a  mill  and  trading  post.  The  oepe 
of  his  ooat  was  oaught  in  machinery  end  caused  him  to  reoeive  fatal  injuries  Sept.  23,  1820.  J.E.  Man¬ 
ifold  is  the  only  descendant  by  the  nemo  of  Manifold  known  to  have  been  in  Knox  County  in  120  years. the 
boys  in  the  family  left  here  and  located  in  Illinois  and  Indiene  coon  after  their  father’s  death. 

The  monument  wes  made  and  dedioa'Ced  on  that  Sunday  afternoon.  It  was  made  of  ooncrete  and  faoed  with 

a  marble  slab  from  a  local  quarry.  Mr.  end  Mrs. Dillon  West  furnished  the  oement, send  and  gravel  and  the 

author  did  the  work.  If  ever  a  work  was  one  of  love  that  w^s  a  true  example.  The  slab  end  lettering  was 
paid  for, in  pert, by  contributions  from  descendants.  The  author  paid  the  rest. 

The  address  contained  considerable  history  so  it  is  reproduced  here: 

Ladies  and  gentlemen  ,end  especially  oousins: 

You  may  wonder  why  I  an  making  this  talk.  It  happened  this  way.  It  seemed  appropriate  for  one  by 

by  the  name  Manifold  to  do  it, and  as  I  am  the  only  one  by  the  name  known  to  have  been  in  Knox  County  in 

the  last  120  years  it  Just  had  to  be  me.  I  will  not  try  to  make  a  fine  speech.  I  couldn*t  if  I  would’t 
and  I  wouldn't  if  I  oould.  I  prefer  to  give  the  historical  background  of  this  oooesion.  let  us  go  back 
a  generation  or  two  beyond  this  Benjamin  end  Mery  for  a  start.  Benjamin  Manifold  Sr.  end  Annabel  Danger 
were  married  in  St  Paul's  Episcopal  ohuroh  in  Chester, Pa.  !.ov.  16,  1730.  They  lived  in  Chester  Co., Pa. 
until  abor:t  1762  when  th^y  moved  to  York  Co., Pa., where  Benjamin  died  in  1754  end  Annabel  lived  several 
years  thereafter.  They  had  seven  ohildren;in  order  William, Edward, Joseph, Mary, Elisabeth, Benjemin  and 
John, Benjamin  Jr.  being  born  in  1748.  As  to  Mary's  baokground, Josiah  Payne  and  Martha  Shepperd  were 
married  about  1715.  A  son, George  was  born  to  them  Oot.  21, 1728. This  George  married  Raohel, daughter  of 
Henry  Cowgill  on  Mar. 26,  1752  end  to  them  was  born  a  daughter , Mery,  Nov.  6,  1758.  In  1777  Benjamin 
Manifold  Jr.  and  Mary  Payne  were  married  and  settled  in  Eopewull  Twp.,York  Co.,Pe.  where  in  1798  they 
had  400  acres  of  lend  and  seven  ohilcren.  Apparently  Benjamin  Jr,  , unlike  his  brothers  and  sisters, 
was  of  a  roving  disposition  for  in  1796  he  sold  his  well-developed  lends  end  on  Sept.I6th  of  that  year 
loaded  his  necessary  goods  and  nine  children(neoes6ary  or  not)  into  his  wagon  end  sought  other  pastures. 

I  imagine  they  spent  the  winter  with  Mary'e  parents  in  Berkeley  Co.,Va«  and  oame  on  to  this  place 
the  next  Spring.  7/hen  they  arrived  at  this  point  end  I  presume  had  this  creek  to  ford  I  oan  imagine 
Benjamin  saying  something  like  this :rMery,we  have  had  a  long, hard  journey.  Our  horses'  feet  ere  sore, 
the  children  Are  tired  and  so  are  we.  Let  us  stop  here.  On  yonder  hill  we  oan  build  our  house  out  of 
the  way  of  the  flooding  French  Broad.  On  the  fertile  bottom  lands  we  oan  raise  wheat  end  oorn  after 
It's  spring  waters  have  receded.  On  this  creek  I  can  build  a  dam  and  its  waters  will  turn  a  wheel  end 
stones  to  grind  the  wheat  end  corn  we  raise.  We  will  keep  artioles  for  sale  to  the  settlers  moving 
West.  The  place  will  be  a  haven  of  safety  and  rest  for  the  weary  travelers  like  us.  ” 

Mery  agreed  and  Benjamin's  dream  ceme  true.  He  did  build  a  house  on  yonder  hillside.  He  did  raise 
wheat  and  oorn  on  the  fertile  French  Broad  bottoms. How  do  I  know?  I  have  e  letter  written  by  him  in  Jon. 
1799  in  which  he  says:"There  was  a  purohase  of  land  from  the  Indians  last  Fall  end  lend  is  oheap.lt 
rates  from  one  dollar  to  four.  I  cannot  complain  of  this  place  as  yet.  It  is  good  for  spring  crop, and 
fall  orop  hath  done  well  with  me  as  yot." 

He  did  build  a  mill, grind  wheat  and  oorn  and  koop  ertioles  for  sale  as  evidenced  by  the  old  mill- 
book  still  in  existenoe.  The  place  did  become  e  haven  of  refuge  as  evidenced  by  an  account  in  history 
that  the  settlers  for  miles  around  gathered  at  Manifold  Station  for  protection  egainst  the  Indians. 

It  wes  an  important  stopping-place  for  the  weary  traveler.  Here  ho  oould  buy  wheat  or  corn  already 
ground, the  salt  to  season  it, and  could  help  himself  to  ell  the  water  he  wanted  from  thi3  oreek  to  mix 
it  into  dough,  he  oould  even  gather  wood  nearby  to  bake  it  into  bread, eno  he  whs  safe  lest  the  Indians 
see  the  smoke  end  oome  on  with  the  arrow  or  tomahewk.  V.hat  more  oould  one  want? 

This  station  wres  operated  until  Sept. 23, 1620  when  Benjemin  attending  his  mill  and  wearing  an  over- 
ooat  with  oepe  ettsched.the  oepe  oaught  in  the  machinery  end  he  was  whirled  to  his  deeth.He  was  buried 
on  a  nearby  hillsidw  and  his  gravestone  is  in  the  base  of  this  monument.  After  the  father's  death  and 
that  of  the  mother, most  of  tho  children, inheriting  the  pioneer  spirit  of  their  father, emigrated  to 
newer  land3.  the  record  follows:  George  was  taxed  on  1250  acres  in  Knox  County  in  I8o8.  He  was  over¬ 
seer  of  the  road  from  Flint  Gap  to  Sevier  County  line  inI805.  He  married  Mary  Pursley  and  had  moved  to 
Rhone  Co., Term,  in  1820.  From  there  he  moved  to  Hancock  Co., Ill.  An  1834  end  died  there  in  1836. 

William, my  great  grandfather, married  his  cousin, Elizabeth  Peyne,in  Washington  Co.,Tenn.,but  lived 
in  Knox  Co. ’in  1820  and  emigrated  to  Wayne  Co.,Ind.  soon  thereafter. 

Elizabeth  merried  John  Underwood  end  remained  in  Knox  and/or  Sevier  Co.,Tenn. 

Joseph  married  Susannah  Butler  end  went  to  Tfeyne  Co.,Ind.  Alice  married  Aaron  Fales  and  they  went 
to  Wayne  Co.,Ind.  Hannah  married  James  Ho Cart y  and  remained  in  this  vicinity.  Benjamin  III  joined  Cent. 
James' Thorps 'oompeny  of  Col.  Edwin  Booth’s  Regt.  of  E.  Tenn.  militia  in  the  war  of  1812  and  died  in  the 
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service  Feb.  23,  1815.  His  ftther  administered  his  esteto  whioh  consisted  of  a  horspmseddle  and  bridle 
end  some  military  olothing  emong  which  was  a  high  plume  worn  on  the  hat.  Henry  married  Eeboooa  Soott 
and  went  to  Madison  Co.  Ind.  Vary  (Polly)  married  David  Kerr  and  they  wont  to  Wayne  Co.  Ind.  Martha 
married  Thos.  H.  Bryan  and  moved  awty,plaoe  unknown.  Sarah  (Sally)  married  Thomas  Scott  end  they  moved 
to  Madison  Co.  Ind.  Rachel  married  George  Richard.  7, here  they  went  is  unknown. Tredition  has  it  that  she 
was  drowned  while  riding  a  horse  near  this  plaoe.  In  r.ll  there  were  12  children  end  about  70  grand- 
ohildren.  Benji.min  and  Mery  Manifold  settled  here  when  the  stream  of  westward  emigration  was  at  it3 
flood  end  remained  until  it  began  to  ebb.  They  were  plain  people  as  this  plain  monument  so  truly  repre¬ 
sents.  They  were  of  the  "salt  of  the  earth".  They  were  loyal  to  theit  country  .  Benjamin  Jr.  was  a 
member  of  the  York  Co.  Pa.  militia  during  the  .American  revolution.  Their  descendants  have  fought  in 
every  war  since  end  many  have  made  the  supreme  sacrifice.  Certainly  it  is  fitting  end  proper  for  us, 
their  desoendents  to  pay  this  small  homage  to  their  memory.  Thus, on  behelf  of  the  2,000  or  more  of 
these  descendants,!  dedicate  this  monument  end  present  it  to  the  RastcTennessee  Historical  Society  in 
the  hope  they  will  preserve  It  sc  long  as  the  sooiety  exists.

Beoause  of  lack  of  speoo  two  old  tax  receipts  are  stripped  along  side  and  an  old  letter  reproduced 
on  the  following  page  without  ooament.  Benjamin  had  1,000  aores  of  land, a  grist  mill,artioles  for  sale 
and  considerable  personal  property  , so  his  tax  doesn't  appear  excessive.

Benjamin  Manifold  Jr.  died  intestate.  His  son  Henry  was  appointed  administrator.  The  final  settle¬ 
ment  wa3  nu.de  at  the  July  session  of  Knox  Co.Tenn.  court  in  1824.  Of  interest  is  a  deoree  of  the  oourt 
at  the  April  session  1821  whioh  is  as  follows: 

The  commissioners  appointed  to  allot  and  set  apart  of  the  estate  of  Benjamin  Manifold, deoeased 
one  year’s  ellowanoe  to  the  widow  end  family, report  an  allowance  as  follows, to  wit: 

We  the  undersigned  being  appointed  by  the  oourt  of  Knox  Co., after  being  sworn, have  provided  to  be 
set  apart  for  the  support  of  Mary  Manifold, widow  of  Eenjamin  Manifold, dead, and  her  family  for  one  year, 
which  oonsisfcs  of  herself  end  three  ohildren.the  following  stock  of  groceries, thet  is  to  say  lay  by 
two  hundred  bushels  of  good  corn, twenty  bushels  of  whe)t,ono  thousand  one  hundredweight  of  pork, three 
bushels  of  potatoes, fifteen  dollars  worth  of  ooffee  end  sugar, eight  dollars  worth  of  leather  for  shoes 
and  the  whole  of  the  flax  and  cotton.  January  I6th  1821

estate.  This  seemed  to  be  largely  a  matter  of  form  as  most  of  the  property  was  bought  by  the  family  and 
there  was  probably  not  much  competition.
